the European Split 


Moscow Must Sit Tightly 


On Lid to Keep Her 


Satellites in Line

Now that the Russian "bloc" 


of the satellite nations in east- 
ern Europe has been designated 
clearly we shall find it illuminat- 
ing if we pause to devote a bit of 
thought to the meaning of the 
term "bloc." 


A bloc of nations, in its gen- 


erally accepted sense, is a group 
which has willingly combined to 
achieve some objectix'e of com- 
mon interest. Membership in the 
bloc is voluntary. 


Now in examining the Russian 


bloc we find an interesting devi- 
ation from the ordinary defini- 
tion. The element of willingness 
is lacking in much, "if not all, of 
this association, that is, willing- 
ness on the part of the people as 
a whole in the various nations. 
For example, Hungary, Romania 
and Poland were among countries 
communized over protests by the 
United States and Britain that 
strong-arm methods were being 
employed so the will of the, gen- 
eral public was being smotherd. 


Czech Act Shocks World 


The most recent demonstration 


—and it has drawn shocked ex- 
pressions from the western world 
—is Czechoslovakia's withdrawal 
from the Paris economic confer- 
ence on orders from Moscow. And 
In passing we can't overlook that 
Greek troops have been fighting 
a hot battle near the Albanian 
frontier against Red guerilla for- 
ces which Greece charges are sup- 
ported by her communistic neigh- 
bors and are aiming to establish 
a communist state. A majority re- 
port of the United Nations Balkan 
commission recently upheld the 
charge that communistic Albania, 
•Yugoslavia 
and Bulgaria were 


aiding the Red rebellion against 
the Athens government. 


So the Russian, bloc is an un- 


willing and unhappy one.

Illinois Corn Will 


Be Under Last Year 


But Tops In Nation 


Corn Will Surpass the 


Ten Year Average—Es- 


timated 45 Bu. Per 


Springfield, 111., July 12 —(AP) 


—The state and federal agricul- 
ture departments 
have forecast 


Illinois corn production at 406,- 
080,000 bushels — the highest of 
any state in the union, but well 
below last year's record of 514,- 
368,000 bushels. 


Production in Iowa, usually the 


leading corn state, has been cut 
by floods. 


The Illinois output is expected 


to top the 10-year (1936-45) av- 
erage by 26,000.000 bushels, the 
agriculture departments said yes- 
terday. Corn yields were forecast 
at 45 bushels an acre, as against 
57 last year and 45.8 for the 10- 
ypsr average. Corn was planted 
on 9,024,000 aeres, the same as 
last year, and soybean acreage 
was up seven per cent to 3,666,- 
000. 


The winter 
wheat crop 
now 


being harvested was estimated at 
228,000 bushels, or 6,836,000 bu- 
shels more than last year but 5,- 
000,000 bushels fewer than aver- 
age. 


Other crop prospects, with 1946 


production in parentheses: Oats, 
114.716,000 bushels (163,693,000); 
peaches, 
2,335,000 
(1,529,000): 


commercial apples, 4,026,000 (3.- 


hay, 3,664,000 tons

The soybean crop was not es- 


timated. Planting was 85 per cent 
completed on July 1, averaging- 
two to four weeks later than us- 
ual. Federal crop, statistician A. 
J. Surratt said a favorable fall 
season, with killing frosts hold- 
ing off until late October, will be 
n»pd»d to avoid damage to late 
corn and ioybeani.

Advancing Allies

New York, July 12 (AP)—The 


names of the strange towns went 
by like railway cars . . . 


And who remembers them now 


. . . Gela . . . Ragusa . . . Licata 
. . .Argigento . . . Niscemi . . . 
Caltagirone? Soft musical names 
spoken in the soft Sicilian sylla- 
bles that always end on a hall- 
sob, 
as if the pleasant language 


reflected the long heartache of 
their island history. 


But four years ago the "names 


were live unpronounceable pin- 
points on the maps of scores of 
American infantry and tank pla- 
toons moving across the dry face 
of Sicily. 


They meant populated places 


where death and comedy held al- 
ternate rendezvous. 


Incomparable Campaign 


For there never was a military 


campaign quite like Sicily in its 
first few days. The troops were 
never sure whether they would 
get flowers or a hand grenade in 
the face . . . and they sometimes 
got both m the same town. They 
never knew whether 
the 
next 


enemy soldier would meet them 
with a bottle of ''vino" or a ma- 
chine gun blast. 


It was a strange war even for 


Sicily, overrun by the forces of 
practically 
every 
empire 
since 


Crete, 
and a football through 


time 
for 
every 
Mediterranean 


power. 


The Italian army was dissolv- 


ing into happy, drunken, dirty 
fragments, washing apart like a 
sand castle in a heavy tide. But 
the German army was coiled like 
an iron spring, 
tempered 
and 


ready. 


And the Towns Roll By 


We came ashore at Scrabbly 


Gela. where the Greek dramatist 
Aeschylus died there in 456 B.C. 
The German tanks rolled in waves 
against the slender beachhead, 
and when they recoiled, beaten, 
more bloody dead lay there than 
at any time since Agathocoles 
treacherously 
put 
5,000 inhabi- 


tants to the sword three centuries 
before. 


And then the towns began going 


by like railway cars . . . Nago . . . 
Favra . , . Caltamsetta . . Mar- 
sala . . .Trapani . . . and Castel- 
vetrano, where broken plane doors 
flapped in a windy graveyard of 
Axis airpower. 


The tomatoes, plump and sweet 


in the fields, took the place of 
water. The Italian prisoners pour- 


ed in. by tens of thousands, and 
there were souvenir flags and 
pistols and Fascist banners for 
everyone. It was a new Kotnan 


i holiday—with ice cream cones for 
sale on one corner, and German 
tank death waiting around the 
next. 


To Conquerors, the Spoils 


But in the west the German 


tanks were few, and Patton and 
his pistols wheeled into beautiful 
Palermo, a spacious capital in 
ruins, in power and pomp. 


Light "Sicilian ladies with the 


kisses of their departing German 
sweethearts still damp on their 
lips turned willing mouths to new 
conquerors. Thus it has always 
been in Sicily. 


The 
war 
swung 
east 
then 


against veteran Teuton, troops dug 
into 
the seacoast and 
rugged 


mountain 
villages. 
The 
gaudy 


days were over. The artillery guns 
pounded all -lay, and lit the sky 
by night. The bulldozers took over 
and built new roads around the 
blo%vnup bridges- Doughboys bled 
again on unnamed hills. 


Who Remembers Now? 


And the towns went by more 


slowly now, like a ji.rky freight 
train, and the cars were colored 
red . . . Troina, that hill of horror 
. . . "Bloody Ridge,1; a crag popu- 
lated only by American and Ger- 
man dead . . . San Stefano, with 
its creekbed so sown with chain 
mines that tight soldiers 
died 


when one man jostled a wagon

conducted by the National Board of Underwriters this week and is being equipped to 
make regular trips in response to alarms. Shown above looking over the city's new- 
est equipment addition are Commissioner Forrest Shawger, Mayor J. Fred Hofmann 
and Fire Chief Albert Fordyce, all of whom expressed their satisfaction with the re- 
sults of the test. Also on hand for the test were officials of the manufacturing 
company, representatives of the insurance group and fire chiefs and firemen from 
several surrounding communities. 


Preparations for the fire truck test were made by three representatives of the 


American LaFrance company, shown above as they fixed the hose and tested the 
pressure for the three-hour trial which was made on Page drive west of the Dixon 
high school. Original specifications required a 1,000 gallon per minute delivery at 
120 pounds pressure. When operated at full capacity during the test the truck 
pumped 1,380 gallons at 126 pounds nozzle pressure. Jn addition to the truck, sev- 
eral new fire fighting devices were delivered under the orders of Commissioner 
Shawger. They included such things as the latest type extension fog nozzle which 
has become a standard equipment of all large eity fira departments.

Its aims was to establish be- 
tween American women and those 
of foreign countries a iriendly 
contact which would breed under- 
standing and tolerance and would 
lead to an exchange of cultural 
ideas.

U.S. Will Publish 


Study on Dictator 


Nations for Public 


"Fascism in Action" Wil 


Add to "Communism 


Jn Action" 


By JAMES MAKLOW 


Washington, July 12—(AP)— 


Very shortly the government will 
publish, for sale to the public, a 
booklet called "Fascism In Ac 
tion." 


This study in dictatorship—how 


it works and how it gets that way 
—was prepared by a special staff 
of the Library of Congress. 


Rep. Wright Patman, Texas 


Democrat, asked that it be done 
Before it could be printed for the 
public the house had to approve. 


This it finally did after much 


delay and fiery debate because 
some congressmen said it was a 
waste of money. 
N The government printer will an- 
nounce the price of it, which won't 
be much, when it's printed. 


This writer has gone through 


original copies. It is worth the 
time of anyone who wants to 
understand Fascism in action. 


Patman wanted it made public 


as a companion piece to "Com- 
munism In Action," another book- 
let which the house ordered print- 
ed last year. 


This, too, was prepared by the 


special congresional library staff. 
So far more than 400,000 copies 
of it have been sold. 


Neither booklet deals with any 


evidences of Communism or Fas- 
cism which have appeared in this 
country. 


One sticks to communism in 


Russia. Tho other concentrates on 
fascism in Germany, Japan, Italy 
and Spain, 


The 
conclusion 
of .the long 


study on fascism is, roughly, that 
fascism means these things: 


1. A dictator runs a fascist gov- 


ernment. He's supported by a 
single political party and a spe- 
cial class. The state, for its own 
so-called good, keeps 
everyone 


under its thumb. 


2. Freedom, in the democratic 


*ense understood in this country, 
does not exist An individual's 
life means little. It's full of duties 
and obligations to the state. 


3. Religion is attacked if it 


suggests obedience to anyone else 
tjefore the state, or if it empha- 
sizes the importance and dignity 
of the individual. 


4. .An individual's leisure time 


is carefully 
supervised because 


the state wants to control his 
waking: thoughts and actions. 


5. Education and thinking are 


controlled to make the masses 
think and do what the dictator 
•wants. 


8. Foreign policies are aggres- 


sive, or warlike. Fascism, looking 
for more living room for its peo- 
ple, seeks to build an empire. 


7. To suit its own purposes, the 


dictatorship directs banking and 
private investment 


8. The 
dictatorship 
controls 


foreign trade of Its people to suit 
its own ends. 


9. Labor is so controlled that 


free 
collective bargaining 
and 


self-government by labor organi- 
zations are abolished. In short: 
Free unions are smashed. 


10. Farming is developed inten- 


sively so the population can be 
fed with its own products, which 
means: To be self-sufficient. 


11. Transportation, besides car- 


rying' goods and passengers, Is 
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built up to ease unemployment 
and as a preparation for war. 


12. Fascism goes in for big arms 


programs. This tends to raise liv- 
ing standards. But no one knows 
how long that could last since 
no big fascist state has lasted 
long enough to show it. 


13. Big business and big in- 


dustrialists are f a v o r e d 
and 


strengthened. 
Enough 
private 


profit is permitted to let the 
special ruling- class get rich. 


Tariffs are raised. Huge sums 


are spent for military purposes. 
Not only is freedom of the indi- 
vidual disregarded, so are freedom 
in business dealings and invest- 
ments, and even freedom in chang- 
ing jobs.
